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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Claim 3, 4, 8, 77-79 and 97-100 are generic and allowable. Accordingly, the 

v restriction requirement as to the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 
11-12, 16-17, 20-21, 25-26, 29-30, 34-35, 38-39, 43-44, 47-48, 52-53, 56-57, 61-62, 65- 
66, 70-71, 74-75, 85-87, and 94-96 are no longer withdrawn from consideration since all 
of the claims to this species depend from or otherwise include each of the limitations of 
an allowed generic claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the 
linked species, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) depending from or including 
all the limitations of the allowable generic linking claim(s) be presented in a continuation 
or divisional application, such claims may be subject to provisional statutory and/or 
nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. 
Once a restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no 
longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 44 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 
(CCPA1971). See also MPEP§ 804.01. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 3-4, 7-8, 11-12, 16-17, 20-21, 25-26, 29-30, 34-35, 38-39, 43-44, 47-48, 
52-53, 56-57, 61-62, 65-66, 70-71, 74-75, 77-100, 108-114, 116, 118, 120, and 122 are 
allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As the claims 
were read and interpreted in light of the specification and remarks filed May 25, 2005, 
the prior art of record fails to specifically disclose a liquid crystal panel and projector 
comprising, in particular, gap holding members selectively formed over contact holes in 
which each of the plurality of pixel electrodes is connected with a wiring connected with 
a thin film transistor. Although Seiki appears to teach a contact hole in which a wiring is 
connected with the pixel electrode and is connected with a thin film transistor, Seiki 
does not disclose a spacer formed over the contact hole. According to Applicant's 
remarks, Applicant distinguishes the contact hole of the claimed limitation from Seiki's 
"auxiliary part" by defining that "one of the gap holding members is selectively formed 
over a contact hole in which the pixel electrode is connected with a wiring connected 
with the thin film transistor" means that the gap holding member is formed over a 
contact hole and, in the contact hole, the pixel electrode is connected with a wiring 
which is connected with the thin film transistor. Therefore, Seiki does not teach that gap 
holding members as recited in the claimed limitation. Thus, as a result of Applicant's 
definition and clarification in the Remarks (p. 22-23), allowance is proper.
